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REPORT OF 


BoARD OF TRUSTEES. 


То the Legislature of the State of Mississippi : 


As Trustees of the Institution for the Deaf and 
Dumb, we respectfully submit to your honorable body 
the following biennial report, in conformity with sec- 


` tion 685 of the Revised Code. 


It affords us pleasure to state that the institution 
has continued to grow in numbers and efficiency since 
our last report, and that no effort has been spared to 
make it all that the State intends it to be. 

The officers and teachers have been faithful in the 
discharge of their duties, and all work together in 
entire harmony and with singleness of aim, to render 
the Institution one of the best in the land. Good 
order prevails in all its departments and its practical 
and daily management is such as meets our expecta- 
tions and receives our approval. 

During the session of the last Legislature appropri- 
ations were made for the improvement of the grounds 
and buildings and for new buildings to be erected for 
the accommodation both of the white and colored 
pupils. The erection of these new buildings was let 
by contract to Messrs. Dameron & Swan, and said 
buildings were finished according to the plans and 
specifications agreed on, the cost of them being kept 
strictly within the limits of their respective appropri- 
ations. 

For the expenditure of money made on these new 
buildings, we refer you to the report of the Superin- 
tendent, which is herewith placed in your hands. 

According to the direction of the last Legislature, 
an articulation teacher was employed. Wearehappy 
to state that we are greatly pleased with the practical 
results and recommend the continuance of the appro- 
priation made for that department. 
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We say the same in regard to the trades. So far as 
we have been able to enter into them, by the small - 
appropriation made to this end, we are pleased with 
the results. The printing of these reports, now put 
into the Legislature’s hands, is the work of our new 
printing office. From this office a small weekly news- 
-paper has been issued during the greater part of the 
weeks of the present year. This and other experi- 
ments, together with the growing wants of the Insti- 
tution, encourage us to ask for the appropriations to 
which our attention has been саПед in the Superin- 
tendent’s report. 

These, in our judgment, are needed for the greater 
efficiency and usefulness of the Institution and there- 
fore we give them our endorsement. 

By strict economy our support fund has held out and 
there still remains of it, in the treasury, $450.00. This 
amount will be needed for the support of the Institu- 
tion until the Legislature can make the appropriation 
for another year. Í 

We ask for the same appropriation per capita per 
annum, that was made for 1882-83; and, also, the 
same amount as was set over against an increase of 
pupils for the years just closed. We would call 
special attention to our need of a repair fund. 

In conclusion, we have, in all our expenditures of 
the moneys entrusted to us, used the strictest economy 
and we invite the most rigid scrutiny in regard to all 
our transactions as a Board of Trustees.

Superintendents Report. 


To the Board of Trustees: 


GENTLEMEN—I herewith present you the third bien- 
nial (the eleventh annual) report of the Institution for 
the Education of the Deaf and Dumb, for the years 
1282 and 1883. 

A kind providence has vouchsafed to us many bles- 
sings during the past two years and I think you have 
cause for congratulation in the continued harmony and 
prosperity of this noble charity. 

There has been no change in the corps of teachers. 
and all have been faithful to their duties. | 

The health of the Ins itution has been remarkably 
good and not a death at the Institution since its reor- 
ganization in 1871, and only two serious cases of sick- 
ness for two years, one at each department, but with 
the skill of the Physician and the untiring attention 
and careful nursing of the matrons, these have been 
brought through. 

The locations of both Institutions seem to be pecu- 
liarly healthy. ; 

Upon this subject I can refer you with pleasure to 
the report of the Physician to the Institution, M. 5. 
Craft, M. D., who has been prompt, attentive and suc- 
cessful. 

While at home during the last vacation, Carrie Tur- 
ner, one of the brightest of the colored pupils, died of 
fever contracted after leaving the Institution. 

Since the last report, December 31, 1881, there have 
been under instruction 88 pupils, and there are 79 
present at this time. According to the census of 1880, 
there are six hundred and six deaf-mutes of all ages, 
(404 white and 202 colored) in the State, and it is quite 
evident many are depriving their unfortunate children 
of the advantages so liberally and freely offered. 
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ARTICULATION. 


The recommendations two years ago, on the subject. 
of articulation, were adopted and we can justly point 
with pride to the success in that department. Mies 
MeGann, whom the board appointed to take charge of 
the classes in November, 1882, has made wonderful 
progress with the pupils under instruetion. | 

There are twenty-five pupils in this department, 
divided into five classes. each class receiving forty-five- 
minutes instruction each day. Some of these pupils 
have made great progress both in speaking and lip-: 
reading. Since the vacation several of the parents 
have informed me they thought their children had: 
been much benefited by being in this class, and 
expressed themselves as highly gratified at the results. 

We use Bell’s System of Vocal Physiology. Some, 
whom we thought would receive great benefit. it has 
been found necessary to drop from the class, while. 
others, from whom we expected little or nothing, have 
made fine progress Miss McGann is an energetic and 
successful teacher, and I hope you will ask for the 
Same appropriation of $800 per annum for her salary. 


ADDITIONS. і ;-

At the last session of the Legislature the sum of 
$14,000 was appropriated for the “extension of the 
grounds, extension of dormitories, «xtenzion of 
dining-room, erection of a school building and gen-^ 
eral improvement of the przsent establishment om. 
State Street." That this money has been wisely and 
well expended no one, who has watched the improve- 
ments or could see what has been done, can deny. | 

The addition of the beautiful lot on the south, the 
erection upon it of an elegant school building contain- 
ing five well ventilated and conveniently arranged. 
rooms and a large chapel, and a covered sewer made 
of brick laid in cement running through the entire 
premises, all built within the appropriation, aftér- 
months of deliberation and investigation into cost and 
plans and a requirements all the way through, that the 
contractors perform their duties according to the plans. 
and specifications, will ever remain as an evidence of 
your faithfulness, prudence and good judgment. 
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TRADES. 


The subject of trades in our Institution is one that 
Should receive the careful attention of the authorities, 
28 the knowledge of a trade will make а deaf-mute a 

roducer and save him from being a mere consumer. 

e appropriation by the last Legislature of $1,250, 
has all been expended in erecting shops and providing 
teols and materials for instruction in shoemaking, 
carpentering and printing. 

Having some knowledge of printing myself, and by 
devoting a little time each day for a few weeks, with 
the assistance of L. L. Matthews, a former pupil of 
this Institution, whom I desire to commend for his 
faithfulness to duty, the boys soon got well started 
amd we have been able to do our own job work and 
Publish а small weekly paper, The Deaf-Mute Voice, 
since the first of last April. This little paper goes all 
over the State and into every State of the Union, and 
is a good advertisement for our Institution. "There 
are five boys in the office who have made fair progress 
and have the promise of becoming good printers. It 
was the intention to put both boys and girls in the · 
printing office, but not having a foreman it has not 
Been convenient. There is much to be learned in a 
printing office besides setting type, and Ithink we have ` 

one enough to show that these boys, with a compe- 

tent foreman, can become expert printers and be a 
Help rather than а burden on society. I would, there- 
fore, suggest that you ask for an appropriation neces- 
sary to employ a competent printer who can take 
charge of the office and instruct such pupils as desire 
të learn the art. The fact that this report will be 
printed in the Institution office, and by the boys, is a 
safficient argument for what we want. 

In view of the extent of our buildings and the 
almost constant demand for carpenter and cabinet 
wokmen, it would be economy on the part of the Insti- 
tution to employ such a man by the year, as his salary 
would not be more than the amount paid out for such 
work. Besides the benefit it would be to the Institu- 
tion to have the services ot this mechanic, it would 
give such boys as desire to be carpenters and cabinet 
makers an opportunity to gain a good knowledge of 
these useful trades. 


Our Institution is not large enough to begin the man- 
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ufacture of shoes and the shop is fully: equipped for 
all needed repairing. We have one or two boys who 
can do very fair “cobbling” and they do all the mend- 
ing for the pupils. 

Some of the girls in the sewing-room have made 
good progress and become quite expert in the use of 
the needle and the management of the machine and 
cutting and fitting. Miss Sallie Johnsey, one of our 
pupils, cut and made entirely а boy's suit, which was 
on exhibition at the State Fair, and compared favor- 
ably with the one that received the first premium. 

The girls are instructed in ironing and all kinds of 
household duties. Had we the room and were pre- 
pared for it, I would certainly advocate a cooking 
class. It would require a separate room and most of 
the time an extra cook. 


DIVISION OF TIME. 
To insure the successful management of Institutions 


of this character, all must be systematized, the time 


properly divided and everything work in its order. 
The following, viz:

Is the round of duties every day except Saturday and 
Sunday. The hours for work on Saturday are from 8 
to 11 o'clock. 

While this is an Institution of learning, itis also a 
home for these children, and we endeavor not only to 
teach them to read and write, but to train them up in 
habits of industry and usefulness. We therefore try 
to have them to do all kinds of work that would be 
expected of them at home. 


COLORED DEPARTMENT. 
. The establishment of separate buildings for the col- 
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ored, as recommended in the last report, has been a 
complete success. The last Legislature appropriated. 
$3,000, with which to fence the farm, put up and furnish, 
the necessary buildings, buy the stock and get the In- 
stitution ready for occupancy. Though the amount. 
was small and the Board really thought of abandoning 
the undertaking, a building containing nine comfortable 
rooms was finished at а cost of 82.100. and school 
Opened October 1st, 1882, with twelve pupils. There 
have been in this department sixteen pupils. 

The balance of this appropriation has been expended 
in fencing, buying mules and wagons and erecting out- 
houses. As soon asitis generally known that pro- 
vision has been made for this class they will come to 
the Institution. The class now numbers fifteen with 
several more to come. 

They have mide good progress and some have de- 
veloped into bright and intelligent pupils. Two have 
been expelled since the opening of school last October. 

The Matron, Mrs. J. H. Allen, is a lady of great 
energy, and with her knowledge and experience of 
public Institutions (having been Matron of two others 
in this Зе) is peculiarly well suited for the position. 

The Foreman of the farm, Mr. J. E. Rogers, is a. 
semi-mute, and at the time of his appointment was a. 
pupil of our Institution. Heis a young man of steady: 
habits, good judgment, energetie and not afraid to 
work. He has proven himself worthy of the position. 

Аз the duties of the Matron and Foreman are con- 
fining and laborious, and their pay is small, I would 
respectfully recommend that their salaries be increased. 

Acconipanying this report is an exhibit of the arti- 
cles produced. with their market value. Dy gradually 
enrichiug the land and properly eultivating it, we hope, 
in two years more, to make a good exhibit. 

„There are sixty eight acres in the farm and about 
one-half of it in grass. 

With the mules and wagon bought out of the ap- 
propriation, we have done a good deal of hauling and. 
have built a kitchen аһа store-room саза bought. 
another span of good mules and wagon with the pro- 
ceeds aud are now able to work the farm and do the 
hauling for both Institutions. 

When any of our pupils ave through school and we 
can give them employment, I think it should be done. 

Acting on that principle I appointed one of the 
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colored boys driver and am satisfied L could not have 
done better. | 

Such of the white boys as are not in the shops, when 
not otherwise engaged, help to do the work on the 
farm. This is required, not as a matter of economy, 
but for their own profit and with a view to making 
them intelligent farmers. 

Ast» the building for the colored, itis now overly 
crowded, and in order to accommodate any more during 
the next two years more room will have to be pro- 
vided. 

On account of the crowded condition and many ue- 
cessarv additions, fencing, etc.. we will need $1,500 at 
this department, and I hope you will recommend that 
appropriation. 


FURNITURE AND REPAIRS. 


The Institution is badly in need of furniture; most 
all we have is old and much of it greatly out of repair. 
It has never been thoroughly renovated and replaced 
since the Institution was reorzanized in 1871. 

The entire frame part of the building needs repaint- 
ing; the roof is defective in many places; some of the 
sills are so rotten that the building is settling out of 
shape; some of the rooms should be re-plastered 
and the front hall should be re-papered. You are 
aware that the central part of the building has been 
standing a great many years and consequeutly many 
of its timbers-are giving away. The failnre to get à 
repair fund at the last session of the Legislature, and 
our inability to do this out of the appropriation for 
support, has rendered these repairs necessary, and I 
hope you will press upon the Legislature the impor- 
tance of such an appropriation. It willrequire about 
$2.500 

Since the grounds have been enlarged the iron fence 
in front should be extended. As the present part of 
it has been there sometime. and хоп would doubtless 
be at much trouble and expense to match it, it would 
perhaps. be better to dispose of that and make it all 
new of the same pattern. While this is being done 
the front pavement should be re-laid and part of it 
graded higher to prevent the water from flooding it. 
This will require $1300. You can sell the old fence. 
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MORE ROOM. 


Our dining-room is too small for the number we have. 
We are virtually without а store-room and much in 
need of а servant's dining-room. Getting possession 
of the school building gave us an additional domitory, 
about 20x30 feet on either side, but owing to the 
crowded condition of the building at that time and the 
increase in the number of pupils since, this space has 
been filed up, and an inspection of the sleeping apart- 
ments will develop the fact that we need more room. 
It is certainly not desirable to enlarge the present 
frame part, and any addition that may be made should 
be of а permanent character. "The best plan to make 
these necessary improvements would be to erect a 
brick building at the rear end of the centre building, 
using the basement or first story for store-rooms and 
servants dining-room, and the second story for pupils’ 
dining-room and kitchen. Ву putting a flat roof upon 
the joist of the second story this could be finished so 
as to be raised another story when needed for dormi- 
tories. With this addition we would have sufficient 
room forseveral years. Such a building will cost $3000. 


LIBRARY. 


As deaf-mutes gain all their knowledge by sight, it 
18 very desirable that they cultivate а taste for reading 
and spend much of their leisure time in the perusal of 
some good books. Еог із reason our Institution will 
not be thoroughly equipped until itis supplied with a 
library of well selected books. I would, therefore, 
suggest the propriety of asking for a small appropria- 
tion, say $300, to fit up such a room and supply it with 
such books as in your judgment will be best suited. 


SUPERVISOR. 


We are much in need of a steady, energetic and 
speaking and hearing young man to act as supervisor. 
The duties of the Superintendent frequently call him 
from the Institution, and it is very necessary that a 
man should always be on the premises. Such an officer 
would be invaluable in the management of the little 
boys out of school. When you think of the various 
matters demanding the attention of the head of such 
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an establishment, I trust you will see the wisdom of 
such a request and authorize the Superintendent to 
employ such a person. 


NEW TEACHER. 


The Institution is now in need of an additional 
teacher, and if the rate of increase continues it cannot 
be deferred much longer. The school is divided into 
three classes, and the one containing the new pupils 
also has those of one, two and thrẹe years’ standing. 
This class is very much crowded, and so divided that 
it is impossible for one teacher to do them justice. - 

In the appendix to this report will be found the 
course of study adopted by the teachers and Superin- 
tendent. We endeavor to give these pupils a good 
common school education, and if they remain long 
enough most of them can complete the course as laid 
down. When our school is a little larger it can be 
graded to a better advantage. І feel that the teachers 
have done good work. They certainly have labored 
hard to advance their pupils. At the close of school 
last June, I spent two weeks making a thorough ex- 
amination of all the classes, in each study, and was 
exceedingly gratified at the progress made by the 
pupils. The pupils have been respectful and obedient. 


FURNISHING SCHOOL-ROOMS. 


The school-rooms are in need of good desks and 
slate blackboards. The desks we have are mostly old 
and were not désigned for comfort or ease. Each pupil 
should be provided with а slate blackboard 4x2 1-2 
feet. Deaf-mutes write almost everything they learn, 
and it is impossible to keep the wooden boards in a 
condition to be used with any satisfaction. 

The seating of the new chapel 18 a matter claiming 
your attention. Itis.a room we often use and should 
be provided with comfortable settees. 

I hope you will recommend an appropriation for 
these items. They will cost $1000. | 


SUPPORT. 


The last appropriation was made upon the basis of 
$200 per capita per annum. At that time there were 
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sixty-nine pupils present, and the appropriation for 
each of the years, 1882.and 1883, was $13,800, and $750 
foran average increase. We have had more than (ће, 
average increase. You are aware that it has required 
the closest economy to live within this amount, as every 
current expense of the Institution, except the salaries 
of the teacher of articulation, matron and foreman of 
the colored department, and the Superintendent, comes 
out of this appropriation. ' 

With есопошу and careful buying, we have been 
able to come through with the small balance of 8450, 
which will be needed for incidental expenses between 
the first of January and the time the next appropria- 
tion is made. ie | 

There is every reason to believe that our веһоо1 will 
greatly increase yet, and nothing less than $200 per 
capita per annum for seventy-nine, the number now 
present, with something for an average increase, will be 
enough to carry the Institution through the next two 
years without a deficit. — . l 

The cooking range that has been in use several years 
will have to be replaced before two years more, and 
our Institution has grown to such a size that we need 
some machinery and conveniences in the laundry. 
These wiil cost at least $750. 

Appended to this report is a statemeat of amounts 
expended out of the different funds, an itemized state- 
ment of current expenses for the two years, a list of 
pupils for the same time, the report of the Physician 
to the Institution, together with sôme minor matters, 
all of which aré submitted for your information. 

I have endeavored in this report to lay before you а 
true account of the condition and wants of the Institu- 
tion. 

I have asked for nothing that with convenience and 
comfort апа е good of the Institution we can do 
without. 

My estimates have been so carefully made' that I 
think the strictest calculation wil prove them about · 
correct. We come without a deficit. The money for 
improvements has been expended and the buildings 
finished within the appropriations. 

You will see that both Institutions are included in 
these estimates. The growing condition of the Institu- 
tions demands these amounts. 

I omitted to state, at the proper time, that a premium 
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of а calico dress was offered to each girl that would 
cut and make it without any assistance. The follow- 
ing thirteen, viz: Annie Morse, Cora Decell, Emma 
: Decell, Rosa Thomas, Ollie McKinney, Sallie Johnsey, 
Ida Hughston, Belle Hoover, Ora Ashby, Lucy Aden, 
Maggie Rogers, Maggie Foust and Martha Eikner ap- 
peared as candidates for the prize. It affords me 
pleasure, as well as a great deal of pride, to say they 
were all successful. W hile some were not as well made 
as others, a few were all the most fastidious could 
desire. 

In concluding this report, allow me to return my 
ihanks for the kindness and courtesy I have always : 
received at your hands, and to hope that the Institu- 
tion may grow in the future as it has prospered under 
your direction in the past.

To the Honorable Board of Trustees of the Mississippi Deaf 
and Dumb Institution: 


GenTLEMEN—Since my last report upon the health of your 
Institution, made two years ago, I have but little worthy of 
special mention to report. 

The general care of the pupils is of such a character that it 
is almost impossible for them to?'get,sick, and when they do, 
attention is given them so promptly that they are soon well 
again. 

We have had, it is true, a number of slight ailments, but 
they have yielded promptly to the remedies used. "There were 
two serious illnesses, and but two, in the Institutions, white 
and colored, during the two years; both recovered. 

In fact, there has not been a single death among the pupils 
while in the care of the Institution. 

I take pleasure in stating, as the Physician of the Institution, 
that I have had at all times the cordial co-operation of the 
Superintendent in the enforcement of proper hygienie measures. 
and his prompt and efficient assistance with the sick, as well 
as the admirable attention of the Matron, whose affectionate: | 
саге, both of the siek and well, I have never seen equalled.

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TERMS OF ADMISSION. 


1. This Institution is located in the City of Jackson. It 
was established by the Legislature and is supported by the 
State; it is not in any sense an asylum, but & school for the 
education of deaf mutes. | 

2. The Institution is open to all the deaf mutes of the State 
who are desirous of receiving an education. Eight is consid- 
ered the best age to begin their education, and parents are 
urged not to delay it beyond the age of eight or ten at farthest. 
Mutes whose primary education is deferred until they are 
eighteen or twenty can never be well educated. | 

3. Boarding, tuition, books and medical attendanee-are fur- 
nished by the State. To the very poor, clothing, and transpor- 
tation are supplied free; but, in ordcr to secure this benefit, 
the Superintendent must have a certificate, signed by some 
proper officer, or some other evidence of the pupil's indigency. 

4. The school session opens the first week in October and 
closes the first week in June. Vacation—July, August and 
September. | 

5. Parents аге!ехресгед to take their children home іп vaca- 
tion. : | 

6. Parents, in sending their children to the Institution, 
should be careful to send the names and: postoffice of father 
and mother, the child's name in full, date of birth, cause of 
deafness and when lost hearing. 

7. Pupils are given ample opportunity to correspond with 
their parents and friends during the session. They are re- 
quired to write letters on the first and third Mondays of each 
month, and to send at least one to parents or guardians. 

8. Еасћ pupil should be supplied with enough clothing to 
do the year, including а comfortable wrap for winter, and 
enough stamps and stationery to write home once a month, 
and oftener, if desired. 

9. Parents should paste а complete list of all clothing on 
the top, and inside of the trunk. As soon as the pupil arrives 
the clothing will be counted to see if correct, and the list pre- 
served. If anything is lost in the wash during session it will 
be replaced. 

10. АП clothing should be marked in full name of the owner 
with indellible ink.
